President Will Not Take Such a Step 


Unless It Becomes Necessary to 
Protect Interests of the 
United 


States—Ships Sent to Cuba for Pos- 
sible Emergencies. 


Washington, Sept. 1H.—Official cir- 


cles continue to find the possibility of 
nterventinn by the United States to 
settle the insurrection in Cuba a most 
nteresting topic of discussion. 


All authority for intervention in 


Cuban affairs is contained in the third 
article of the Platt amendment, which 
says: 
"The government of Cuba con- 


sents that the United States army ex- 
ercise the right to intervene for pres- 
jrvation of Cuban independence, the 
maintenance of government for the 
protection of life, property and indiv- 
idual liberty, and for discharging the 
obligations with respect to Cuba im- 
posed by the treaty of Paris on the 
United States now be assumed and 
undertaken by the government of 
Cuba." This and other provisions of 
the Platt amendment were incorpor- 
ated in the constitution of Cuba. 


Actual intervention would mean the 


use of the army, and all the available 
forces will be ready. Under present 
conditions the army has been kept in 
a better state of preparation than 
usual. 
Correspondence between the 


president the secretary of war and 
General Bell, chief of staff, provided 
for all contingencies. It is recognized 
that intervention would be no holiday 
matter. 
Although no regular troops 


are available on the Atlantic coast, 
it is known where transports can be 
obtained as soon as needed. 


Some weeks ago the Sixth and 


Twenty-first infantry were ordered 
home from the Philippines, it being 
stated that their service in the Paci- 
fic islands was. completed. 
The re 


moval of these regiments will hring 
available troops to the Atlantic coast 
and also three transports. 


President Roosevelt is .keenly alive 


to the progress of the revolution 
in Cuba and the responsibility of the 
United States in case conditions grow 
worse and intervention becomes nec- 
essary. It 'is known that the presi- 
dent will not intervene unless it ap 
pears absolutely necessary, yet steps 
have been taken which would make 
such Intervention effective. The ships 
sent to Cuba are there only for tie 
protection of United States interests 
and furnishing asylum tor Americans 
who may be in danger from the war- 
ring factions.

morning he opened the fumbo melort 
with a knife. 


Rats have done hundreds of dollars' 


worth of damage in the melon belt 
this year, and Creek has been oneof 
the most ardenf in exterminating- tne 
pest. He drew back his club to -slay 
th» pest that had rained his finest 
seed melon. As the hull fell 
apart, 


Creek's club dropped, for in the mid- 
dle of the big gem was Dolly and 
a 


family of six little ones. The rodent 
family was removed to better quarters 
and is doing well. Creek's ardor in 
killing rats in the melon patch has

Bryan Reiterates Views Regarding 


Government Ownership. 


HE DOES HIS OWN THINKING 


Willing to Let Others Think For 


Themselves—Rests With the Party 
Whether Such a Plank Shall be Put 
In the Platform in 1908—Nebras- 
kan's Visit to Kentucky. 


Louisville, Ky., Sept. 13.—As an in- 


cident of his entry into the South, 
where his recent declaration on gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads arous- 
ed most opposition, William J. Bryan 
made a more explicit statement re- 
garding his position in the matter be- 
fore an audience of 12,000 people as- 
sembled at th» Armory. 


Mr. Bryan was welcomed by Henry 


Watterson. 
who 
presided. 
Other 


speakers were Senators' Carrnack of 
Tennessee and Stone of Missouri. 


When Mr. Bryan entered the hall 


there was a demonstration that lasted 
ten minutes, thousands of flags be- 
ing waved in unison with the surges 
of cheeis that swept over the throng. 


When Mr. Bryan arose to speak the 


demonstration was renewed. A pait of 
his written utterance on government 
ownership of railroads follows: 


"In my speech at the New York re- 


ception, I made some remarks con- 
cerning 
government ownership ot 


railways and I thought that I had ex- 
pressed myself so clearly that my 
position could not be misconstrued 
even by those who desired to miscon- 
strue it. The New York speech was 
prepared in advance. It was not only 
written but it was carefully revised. It 
stated exactly what I wanted to state 
and I have nothing to withdraw or 
modify in the statement therein made. 
What I say tonight is rather in the 
nature of an elaboration of the ideas 
therein presented. After quoting from 
the Democratic platform of 1900 that 
a private monoply is indefinsible and 
intolerable, and after laying it down 
as a principle that public ownership 
should begin where competition ends 
and that the people should have the 
benefit of any monoply that might be 
found \necessary, I stated that I had 
reached the conclusion that railroads 
partake so much of the nature of a 
monoply that they must ultimately be- 
come public property and be managed 
by public officials in the interests of 
the whole community." After quoting 
extensively 
from 
his 
New York 


speech Mr. Bryan'said: "This state- 
ment of my views has been assailed 
by some as an attempt to force these 
views upon the Democratic party, and 
by some as an announcement of an 
intention to insist upon the incorpora- 
tion of these views in the next Demo- 
cratic national platform. Let me an- 
swer these two charges. I have tried 
to make it clear tliat I expressed my 
own opinion and I have neirei' sought 
to compel the acceptance of my opin- 
ion by any one else. Reserving the 
right to do my own thinking, I respect 
the right of every one else to do his 
thinking. I have too much confidence 
in the independent thought in my own 
party to expect that any considerable 
number of Democrats would acknowl- 
edge my right to do their thinking for 
them even if I were undemocratic 
enough to assert I had a right. 


"If you a~lc me whether the question 


of government ownership will be an 
issue Mn the campaign of 1908 I an- 
swer, I dont know. If you ask me 
whether it ought to he in the platform, 
I reply, I cannot tell until I know that 
the Democratic voters think upon the 
subject. 
If the Democrats 
believe 


that the next platform should contain 
a plank in favor of government owner- 
ship, then that plank ought to be in- 
cluded. 
If the Democrats think it 


ought not to contain such a plank, 
then such a plank ought not to be in- 
cluded. 
It rests with the party to 


make the platform and individuals 
can only advise. I have spoken for 
myself and for myself only, and I did 
not know how the suggestion would be 
received. I am now prepared to con- 
fess to you that it has been received 
more favorably than I expected. There 
is this, however, that I do expect, 
namely, that those Democrats who 
oppose government ownership will ac- 
company their declaration against it. 
with the assertion that they will fa- 
for "government ownership whenever 
they are convinced that the country 
must 
choose 
between government 


ownership of the railroads and rail- 
road ownership of the government. 


"I still advocate strict regulation 


and shall rejoice if experience proved 
that that ragulation can be made ef- 
fective. 
I will go farther than that 


and say that I believe we can have 
more efficient regulation under a Dem- 
ocratic administration with a Demo- 
cratic senate and house than we are 
likely to have under a Republican ad- 
ministra'ion with a Republican senate 
and house, tfnrl yet I would not be 
honest with you if I did not frankly 
admit that obseivation has convinced 
me that no Mich efficient regulation is 
possible and that government owner- 
ship can be undertaken on the pi i 
outlined with less danger to the coun- 
try than is involved in private owner- 
ship as> \ve have had it or as we are 
likely to have it. 


"Among the leasons that have led 


me to believe that we must, in the 
end, look to government ownership 
for 
relief, I shall mention two 
or 


three. First and foremost is the cor- 


rupting Influence of the railroad In 
politics. When th« president, follow- 
ing the Democratic platform, insisted 
upon regulation he was met with the 
opposition of the railroads and every 
point gained in favor the people waa 
gained after a strenuous fight. 


"I have no idea that the railroads 


are going to permit regulation without 
a struggle and I fear that their influ- 
ence will be strong enough to very 
much 'delay, if it does not entirely de- 
feat .remedial legislation. 
Another 


reason which has led me to favor gov- 
ernment ownership, is the fact that 
people are annually plundered of an 
enormous sum by extortionate rates; 
that places are discriminated against 
and individuals driven out of business 
by favoritism shown by the railroads. 
You say that all these things can be 
corrected without interference with 
private ownership. I shall be glad if 
experience proves that they can be, 
but I no longer hope for it." 


There was great applause when, at 


the finish of the statement, Mr. Bryan 
with all the emphasis he could muster 
declared to his hearers that "when- 
ever I saw a danger threatening the 
people I have spoken out without ask- 
ing anybody's permission or question- 
ing what the effect might be on me." 


After discussing tariff and trusts 


Mr. Bryan devoted the latter part of 
his speech to an emphatic condemna- 
tion of imperialism and the national 
administration's Philippine policy.
